Thanks fer ycur letters cf July 3 and July 9. While I am pleased that you plan to make 
iwguiries "with the appropriate staffs in Congress and the Ebeseutive Brandi , n and would 
be interested in t3xs results of such inquiries , judging from past experience I fear that 
such inquiries will provide you with little real insight into what the issues in this 
controversy are. The Justice Department, far instance, continues to give congressmen 
and the public alike assurances that the warren Report is OK, and yet their own 19£S Panel 
Review cf the autopsy' findings, despite its cmcluding paragraphs, actually raised new 
and more serious questions ccncerning the autopsy. Fvrrthermora , whan all of those fine 
■lawyers and researchers got their day in court, their case was found to be full of holes, 
and even their last-minute and sometimes absurd nitpicking could not prevent a verdict 
which went against them. Even after five years of preparation they could not success- 
fully challenge the claim that there is ’’substantial evidence that shots were fired firm 
mope than are direction,” Added to this is the fact that their letters of reassurance, 
which i. know you have seen, sake the claim that critics of fixe Warren Gcraraisaim claim 
to hare no new evidence. As I pointed out in sy first letter to you, this is rot only 
patently false, but absurd as wall, and no one should know that better than an employee 
of the justice department who is also a lawyer. 

Ted l<upferean (R-NY) , who has locked into tills matter mars deeply then the average con- 
gressman, asked for a re-opening of the investigation after having exhausted himself 
attempting to find answers to the legitimate questionsT-Mch hare been raised through 
normal government channels, fie was not an burdened with cared ttse work as most of you 
are. 

While I have no plans for a trip to Washington for quite sore time, perhaps if you are 
in Minnesota and have sots free time, I cculd show ycu the slides and movies of the as- 
sassination so that you can make ycur c%rn decisions febout the validity of the questions 
which people like myself raise. Representative Den Fraser has seen a hast/ presentation 
of core ^ of this material in the heme of a mutual friend, Dr. Kerris Visscher, so he# 
could give you an opinion of its worth. 

There are two ex-senate investigators in the Washington areai who are working on the 
case: Harold Maisberg [Route 8— 3 ck 304, Frederick, MD 21701 301 473-31360 and 
Bernard Fensterwald Jr. [927 15th St. NW, Suite 1108, Washington, DC 347-3337 or his 
hose phene in Arlington: 703 527-4580], Harold probably qualifies as the world’s 
fcsrxpst authority on this subject, while Bud is muck newer to the case, although he 
is director of the Counittse to Investigate Assassinations , recently having resigned 
as teisf counsel far tee Senate Subcanaittee rax Administrative Practice and Procedure.
